FARM FORUM 
Topic of discussion at this year’s American 
Assembly, national issues forum, was appro­ 
priately devoted to farm problems. A panel 
of leaders from agriculture, labor, education, 
government and business has just completed 
a week’s deliberations in the fifth annual re­ 
newal of the event. 
Consensus of opinion of leaders in principal 
areas in the American economy was that 
farmers would be better off, individually and 
collectively, to rely less on federal price sup­ 
ports and production controls and more on 
their own initiative and business abilities. 
Conclusion of the Assembly was that while 
there should be a gradual easing up on the 
federal reins, agriculture is too essential to 
the nation’s welfare to be entirely given its 
head. 
The Assembly viewed price supports in the 
long run as a manipulative factor skirting the 
main issue of effective land utilization. It 
stressed as essential to agriculture’s future 
conservation practices designed to assure prof 
ductivity and continuing research to effect 
variety and quality of output. 
It further recommended that assistance for 
low-income rural families be stepped up in 
the social sphere as contrasted to the econom­ 
ic where federal tinkering has spawned an 
indigestible crop of trouble. How this is to be 
done was not disclosed. 


NEW APPROACH 
Following the unfortunate experience of 
American GIs captured by the Communists in 
the Korean War, the U. S. Army has been de­ 
veloping a new doctrine to combat red brain­ 
washing and subversion in POW camps. 
Defection of American officers and men 
while held captive and the subsequent court 
martial of some of them was evidence that 
the Army had failed to prepare its person­ 
nel for Communist-brand psychological in­ 
fighting. 
The Army is now attacking the problem 
from two directions. The individual soldier is 
being indoctrinated in the meaning and ideals 
of the nation he is pledged to defend, which 
is a commendable plan if it is kept out of the 
hands of crackpots. 
The soldier is also being enlightened on the 
theory and mechanics of communism so that, 
if captured, he can determine for himself 
when he is being played for a sucker. 
And the Army has initiated a training pro­ 
gram to teach the POW how to break out of 
captivity. It is amazing that this latter is a 
subject area that was not adequately covered 
previously.

WASHINGTON (#1 — One lesson seems clear from 
recent political campaigns and elections in this coun­ 
try and Britain: when people have food and jobs 
they are not much in the mood for rocking the boat. 
Differences between the politicians tend to narrow 
because extreme proposals, attractive in crisis or 
depression, have less appeal in time of prosperity. 
This probably accounts for the slight margins by 
which political parties in the United States and 
Britain have won victories in recent years. 
In Britain’s elections Thursday the Conserva­ 
tives, according to the polls, should win a majori­ 
ty again in the House of Commons and, through 
that, control of the government for another five 
years. 
They beat the Socialist Laborites in 1951 by a tiny 
margin. If it’s bigger this time, it may be due more 
to the split in the Labor party itself than to radical 
differences between Conservatives and Laborites. 
That split alone, long obvious, might be enough to 
make the British voters shy away from the Labor­ 
ites since they wouldn’t know what to expect: a 
left wing led by Aneurin Bevan or the Socialists of 
center or right under Clement Attlee. 
For 20 years in this country the Republicans con­ 
demned the Democrats’ New Deal and “ Fair Deal” 
as “leading down the road to socialism.” But since 
their 1952 victory the Republicans have wiped out 
none of the Democrats’ basic social legislation. 
The British Conservatives, since winning control 
of their government in 1951, have repealed only a 
few pieces of the Socialist program put on the books 
by the Laborites while they held power from 1945 
to 1951. 
In the depths of the depression of the 1930s the 
Democrats, under the bannner of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt and his New' Deal, which promised sweeping 
remedies, won by big majorities. After the war, 
with the country moving into peak prosperity, the 
voters apparently felt no need for sharp changes. 
The election returns showed how the gap be­ 
tween Democrats and Republicans had narrowed. 
The Republicans won Congress in 1945. The Demo­ 
crats won in 1948 and 1950 and lost in 1952. The 
margins in those elections were not sweeping. 
That the country didn’t see much to choose from 
between the parties themselves was evident in 1952 
when President Eisenhower won overwhelmingly 
but his Republicans won Congress by only a squeak. 
Again, the Democrats barely edged into control 
of Congress in 1954. In none of the elections since 
the war has either party offered the voters any 
radical variety in the way of a program. 
The Laborites, with their promises of broad so­ 
cialization, won control of the British government 
in 1945. That was a time of stress for Britons; they 
were broke, on rations, under heavy restrictions, 
and burdened with taxes.

Late vs Early 
Corn Planting 
Results Given 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. (Spl.) — The 
old adage that “the early bird 
catches the worm’* does not imply 
that the earliest planted com gives 
the largest yield, say the Purdue 
University extension agronomists. 
Early planted cora, May 3rd, 


I yielded less than com planted in 
mid to late May every year but 
one in the 14 years of experiments 
conducted by S. R. Miles of the 
agronomy department at Purdue. 
The range in early planting was 
from April 28 to May IO, and sim­ 
ilar ranges occurred in the other 
plantings winch were intended to 
be at 10-day intervals. These re­ 
sults indicate that in the latitude 
of central Indiana there will be 
very little, if any, difference in 
yield of corn planted any time 
from May IO to 30, under average 
growing conditions. Adapted and 
recommended hybrids on fertile 
soil should mature safely if planted 
any time during the above period. 
Intermediate planting also fits in­ 
to the program of com borer con­ 
trol. To prevent borer damage en­ 
tomologists say that corn should 
not be planted before May IO in 
southern Indiana, May 15 in cen- j 
tral Indiana and May 20 in north­ 
ern counties. Waiting until May 20; 
to plant com is at the risk of de­ 
lay due to bad weather than may j 
result in June planting. This often 
means delayed maturity and even 
reduced yields. 
Planting after June I makes the 
crop more subject to attach and ( 
damage from the second brood of 
com borer in some ye^rs. 
When farmers are forced to June 
planting and maturity of a full sea­ 
son hybrid is in question they ■ 
should turn to earlier maturing 
strains where available. If th ese! 
early strains are planted about one 
fifth heavier than the rate used!
